WELCOME NEWS. 


Dispatches From Dewey Give Satis- 
faction at Washington. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The dis- 
patches from Hongkong brought wel- 
come news today from Admiral Dewey 
to the President, and partioularly to 
Secretary Long and the naval officers, 
who are watching the admirals’ move- 
ments with so much interest. While 
no apprehension existed as to his se- 
curity, nevertheless reassurance of 
safety is always pleasant. 

The telegrams indicate that Dewey 
has lost none of the prestige gained in 
his memorable fight of two weeks ago, 
and that, while he refrains from taking 
the city of Manila, he has it practically 
at his mercy. 

The admiral expresses the belief that 
the rebels are hemming the city in by 
land, but the fact that he says ex- 
plicitly that they have made no demon- 
stration, seems to disprove thoroughly 
the published reports that they had 
already entered Manila and had begun 
a career of bloodshed and rapine. 

The best evidence of the effective- 
ness of the blockade maintained by 
the American admiral and also of the 
work of the insurgents in surrounding 
the city, is shown in the statement in 
the dispatches that provisions are 
searce inthe city of Manila, which seems 
to indicate to Admiral Dewey an early 
surrender by the Spanish authorities. 

Another published report seems also 
to be refuted by the admiral’s advices, 
and that is that the rebels have raided 
Cavite, where the Spanish naval sta- 
tion was located, and where, presum- 
ably large supplies of arms and am- 
munition were kept. If the rebels 
have been supplying themselves with 
arms it must have been with the ad- 
miral’s consent, as his dispatch is orig- 
inally dated from Cavite, indicating 
that he is still in possession. 

The greatest satisfaction prevails 
here over the good work being done 
end the effectiveness of the blockade 
maintained by him. ‘

to capitulate. All the Spanish inhabi- 
tants and many British and German 
families have sought safety in the sub- 
urbs, taking all their belongings. In 
the business quarters the buildings are 
covered with foreign flags, the British 
predominating, with a view of protec- 
tion, should the insurgents capture 
the city. There is much feeling against 
the British residents, but, fortunately, 
the number of foreign men-of-war off 
Manila is constantly increasing, and 
the position of Europeans is becoming 
daily less precarious. 

“Aguinaldo, the former insurgent 
leader, is now in Hongkong, actively 
negotiating, I understand, with Presi- 
dent McKinley. I have reason to be- 
lieve that he is seeking to arrange for 
the future government of the Philip- 
pines by a native administration un- 
der the protectorate of the United 
States. 

“At the present there Is a deal of dis- 
sension among the rebel factions, some 
of which are negotiating with’ the 
Americans and others with the Span- 
iards. Whether Aguinaldo possesses 
enough influence to reconcile these dif- 
ferences and to induce the fnsurgents 
to pursue a common policy, is ques- 
tionable. Admiral Dewey is well ad- 
vised in waiting for reinforcements, 
since the fall of Manila would produce 
anarchy throughout the islands. The 
English here advocate a joint Anglo- 
American administration. It is as- 
serted here that Admiral Dewey has 
recoaled three British warships.’”’ 

A NEW REPUBLIC.

The Liberal Cabinet, under Sefior Sa- 
gasta, was formed shortly after the as- 
sassination of Sefior Canovas del Cas- 
tillo, who was assassinated Aucust 8, 
1897, by an Italian anarchist named 
Gollil. Gen. Azcarraga, then Minister of 
War, was first appointed president of 
the council, and for a time the Cabinet 
remained unchanged; but on Septem- 
ber 20, it resigned and Sefior Sagasta 
assumed office October 4, confronted 
by the troubles in Cuba and in the Phil. 
ippine Islands. One of the first steps 
taken by Sefior Sagasta was to recall 
Gen. Weyler, then Captain-General of 
Cuba, who was succeeded by Gen. 
Blanco. But the situation did not im- 
prove, and Spain was courteously, but 
firmly warned that the United States 
could not much longer maintain neu- 
trality in the face of the terrible sit- 
uation of affairs in Cuba and the dam- 
ages which American interests wer 
suffering therefrom. Spain, however. 
refused to regard the situation from 
a humanitarian and businesslike 
standpoint, and diplomatic relations 
with the United States were broken off 
April 21, last. Even then there were 
rumors of trouble in the Spanish Cabi- 
net, and after the brilliant victory of 
the United States fleet under Com- 
modore Dewey on May 1, the situation 
became more and more strained. The 
Minister of Marine, Admiral Bermejo, 
The Minister of War, Gen. Correa, and 
especially the Minister for the Colonies 
were repeatedly attacked in Parlia- 
ment. 

Rumors of resignations tendered or to 
be tendered have been circulating for the 
past week or two. The difficulty, it ap- 
pears, is to find men who are wi ling to 
assume office under the conditions 
which now prevail in Spain. An empty 
treasury, internal disorders and the 
loss of the Philippine Islands, Cuba 
and Porto Rico, are not the only prob- 
lems confronting Spanish Ministers, 
and it is not astonishing that under 
the circumstances a military dictator- 
ship, under, possibly, Marshal Mar- 
tinez de Campos, has been discussed. 


MAY BE TOO LATE. 


Action by the Washington Authori- 
ties to Save Two Correspondents. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, May 15.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] As indicated last night, 
prompt action has been taken by the 
Washington authorities to establish 
the identity and release of the two 
newspaper correspondents’ reported 
captured by the Spaniards at Bahia 
Honda, Cuba, and secure their release, 
These men, who represent the New 
York World, Charles H. Thrall, re- 
porter, and Hayden Jones, artist, are 
held charged with being spies, and it 
was quite authoritatively given out 
that they had been executed this morn- 
ing at sunrise. 

The State and War departments are 
acting jointly, however, and have 
caused telegraphic communication to 
be opened between Key West and Ha- 
vana, and information was sent to 
Blanco that the naval dispatch boat 
Uncas would leave Key West last night 
at midnight with officers to confer with 
the Captain-General for the release 
of the prisoners. The Uncas got away 
at the time indicated and the corfer- 
ence is now being held. It is believed 
that the situation of the two men 
is very grave. If they are released 
it will be for two Spanish officers im- 
prisoned at Atlanta, one of whom is 
Weyler’s brother-in-law. Nothing has 
yet been heard of the result of the 
Uncas’s mission.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Spanish fleet is coaling 
in the lee of the Danish West Indies, 
The Navy Department was cheered by 
absolute information to this effect to. 

This shows that Sampson and 
Schley will have an opportunity ta 
take positions for what may be the 
closing scene of the war tragedy be- 
fore Admiral Cervera comes upon the 
scene.

At Martinique the trade winds 
are too heavy, and besides that, the po« 
sition was too close to Sampson's forces, 
At Curacoa Sampson is safely away, 
the winds are light and the sea ts 
smooth, and so the bunkers are being 
filled. 

The strategy board was again tn ses- 
sion tonight, discussing the features of 
the situation. The question now is, 
where will Cervera turn up. Should 
the Spaniards move at cruising speed, 
full bunkers will enable the cruisers ta 
travel 9700 miles at ten knots, or by 
forcing speed, to make a dash half 
that distance. 

An important and pleasing point ig 
that the time given has enabled both 
of the American commanders to gef 
their fleets in position, and rush scouts 
into the Caribbean Sea. Sampson ig 
off the north coast of Hayti, ready to 
move with all speed to the northern 
entrance to either the Mona or the 
Windward passage. Schley will to 
morrow be off Havana. In case scouts 
report the Spanish fleet moving in any 
direction, which can be done readily 
by reason of the many cables in the 
Caribbean Sea, the American forces cay 
be massed at any point from Porto 
Rico to the west end of Cuba to give 
battle. 

Another point is that it is believeg 
to make certain the safety of the Ore- 
gon and the Marietta, though the big 
fighter from the Pacific may not be 
able to get in in time for the death.

It was a beautiful running fire 
viewed from where the Kate 
Spencer lay, seven miles 
oro Castle, Little puffs of 
white smoke burst from the sides of 
the gunboats, and occasionally an ex- 
plosion of a shell in the air like a 
spark of fire could be discerned with 
the aid of glasses. The flash of the 
Spaniards’ guns wasplainly visible. Re- 
ports of the same were dull and indis- 
tinct.

It was 
from one of the 12-inch Krupp guns 
‘mounted there, and an 850-pound pro- 
jectile plunged into the water half a 
mile inside of the American line, throw- 
ing up a tower of white spray. It 
ricochted and struck again half a mile 
outside. The mask was now off. 

Maddened by the failure of their 
plot, the Spaniards continued to fire at 
intervals of about ten minutes. In all 
thirteen shots were fired, but not one 
struck within 200 yards of our ships. 

' As soon as the battery opened, Com- 
‘mander Lilly signaled, and his fleet 
stood off short. Capt. McKenzie, on the 
bridge of the Vicksburg, watched the 
fall of the shells, but he considered it 
useless to waste ammunition at that 
distance. He appeased the desire of 
the men at the guns, however, by let- 
ting go a final broadside at the Span- 
ish ships, in the chance hope of mak- 
ing them pay for their daring before 
they gained the harbor, but they 
stearred under Moro’s guns untouched, 
and as they disappeared, fired several!

FOOD FOR WEYLER’S CHICKENS. 


VULTURES GETTING FAT ON 
MAN 


CARCASSES, 


Terrible Condition of Affairs iu 
Havana—Food Supplies Reserved 
for the Army—People 
Starving. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.]} 
(Copyright, 1898.) 

KEY WEST, May 15.—The conditions 
in Havana resulting from the blockade 
are being gradually brought out by in- 
formation obtained from fishing 
smacks and other small vessels cap- 
tured off the coast. 

Affairs at Havana now appear to be 
worse than at any time since the Wey- 
ler régime. The fishermen, who at 
first braved the blockade for the high 
price which fish brought in Havana, 
now run the risk not for money but for 
food. 

A number of these have been cap- 
tured by the vessels of the blockading 
fleet, nearly all of them being released 
after being questioned by our officers. 
They all unite in picturing the state 
of things at Havana as being pitiful 
in the extreme. 

The Associated Press dispatch boat 
Kate Spencer has accumulated all the 
facts obtainable along the blockading 
line, the latest news .being obtained 
through two captures made by the 
United States gunboat Machias, which 
has just returned here for the first 
time since the blockade opened, mak- 
ing the longest single service of a@ny 
blockading vessel off Cuba. 

_ The Machias caught two fishing boats 
off Havana, just before her return 
here. The Americans offered the fisher- 
men money for part of their catch, as 
the fish were needed on board. But 
the fishermen demurred at taking 
money, they preferring to have bread, 
and adding that they were desperately 
hungry. 

When questioned as to the prevalence 
of yellow fever at Havana, the fisher- 
men said there was little sickness at 
the Cuban capital, but they added there 
was much starvation. The recon- 
centrados, they said, are nearly all 
dead, or have been expelled from the 
city to die in the suburbs. This agrees 
with other reports from Havana and 
Matanzas, to the effect that the Span- 
ish authorities on the departure of the 
American Consul, seized all the relief 
supplies and applied them to the uses 
of the army. The Spaniards then drove 
the reconcentrados into the desolated 
section of the country between the 
coast towns and the insurgent lines, 
the regions described by Senator Proc- 
tor and others as being too barren and 
desolate to support grasshoppers. 

The insurgents themselves have been 
chary of receiving reconcentrados, and 
hundreds of the latter, who had no per- 
sonal friends in the insurgent camps, 
have been left to starve between the 
lines, which they did. 

About Havana, the situation is even 
worse. Hundreds of reconcentrados 
from Los Fosos, the big reconcentrado 
barracks in Havana, were too weak to 
walk out of town, and fell in the streets 
or died in the suburbs, where flocks of 
vultures, ‘““Weyler’s chickens,” as they 
are now termed in Havana, have 
feasted on the remains. 

In Matanzas the feature of the situa- 
tion is equally distressing. The fisher- 
men who have been brought here are 
soon reconciled to capture, which 
means food and decent treatment. They 
say that if the blockade continues much 
longer bread riots must follow in all the 
large towns, as food is reserved exclu- 
sively for the army, thus forcing many 
people to enlist, who would not other- 
wise do soe. 

Finally the fishermen say that cer- 
tain Spaniards threaten to burn Ha- 
vana or blow the city up in the event 
of the authorities deciding to capitulate 
to the American forces. 


CONDITIONS IN HAVANA. 


Troops Disheartened by Im proba- 
bility of Succor Reaching City.

KINGSTON (Jamaica.,) May 15.—The 
French cruiser Fulton, from Havana, 
on May 8, arrived here yesterday and 
landed thirty-eight refugees at the 
quarantine station. . 

The Fulton will now proceed to £an. 
tiago de Cuba with provisions for the 
French Consul there, who has cabird 
to Kingston requesting that food be 
sent him, and announcing that famine 
prices prevail in Santiago de Cuba. 
The officers of the Fulton, until her 
arrival here, had been unable to ob- 
tain any definite news of the battle of 
Manila. The first bulletins received in 
Havana frum Madrid were not allowed 
to be changed, and the officials in Ha- 
vana insisted that the honors were 
about even, as the American fleet had 
been unable to land men. 2a 

It appears from what the officers of 
the Fulton say that the populace and 
soldiers of Havana are disheartened 
by the blockade and the improbability 
of any succor reaching the city. On 
the other hand, a great American in- 
vading army is expected to land in 
Cuba shortly. 

The prices of imported food, salt 
meat, fish and flour are. steadily 
mounting at Havana, but vegetables 
are to be had there in plenty and there 
is no probability of the troops ac- 
tually starving until the city is be- 
leagured from the land side. 

The British troopship Dilivara has 
arrived here from Halifax with the 
Leinster regiment. 

There is no communication with Bar- 
badoes, St. Vincent, Grenada and Dem- 
erara, the cable between St. Vincent 
and St. Lucia having been cut as al- 
ready reported.

ASSIGNMENT OF TROOPS 


PLACES WHERE THE VOLUNTEERS 
ARE TO RENDEZVOUS . 
Distribution Made in Accordance 
With Convenience of Transpor- 
tation and Obtaining Supplies. 
No Favoritism Whatever Shown. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—After go- 
ing over the situation last «evening with 
Gen. Miles, Adjt.-Gen. Corbin and the 
heads of the supply department, the 
Secretary of War made an order fcr the 
assignment of volunteer troops now be- 
ing mustered into the service of the 
United States and designat:d roints 
where they will assemble with the least 
possible delay. This step will be ren- 
dered necessary from the (fact that the 
State officers are very fast relinquist- 
ing control of troops that ere passing 
over the muster line under authority 
of the general government. 

It became necessary ‘o cssembie 
these troops at once in order to meet 
the problem of their subsistence, no 
less than that of their equipment in 
the way of arms, clothing, camp and 
garrison equipage, to say §othing cf the 
superior advantage of drill under 
trained officers, as it is the intention 
that it shall be in every instance. The 
officers to organize these troops into 
brigades and divisions will be deter- 
mined upon very soon, and will be 4or- 
dered to stations accordingtly. 

The impression that seems to obtain 
that any particular corps or camp will 
have superior advantages in being sent 
to the front is erroneous. The distribu- 
tion of troops was made up on the 
lines of transportation and supplies. The 
supply departments will have a depot 
in each camp which can be more read- 
ily reached than the troops could be 
at their rendezvous in their several 
States. 

In addition to the companies named, 
the troops that will report to the com- 
manding general of the Department of 
the East, amounting to about one army 
corps, will probably be encamped at 
some point on Long Island. This, how- 
ever, has not been fully determined, 
but a camp on the sea coast, with 
the best shipping facilites, both by rail 
and sea, will be selected, and as soon 
as determined, troops assigned to the 
department commander will go into 
camp there under his supervision. 

At the close of work yesterday at 6 
o’clock the total number of troops mus.- 
tered was 65,000. Taking into consid- 
eration the careful physical examina- 
tion to which these men have been sub- 
jected, the progress has been rapid.

THE WEEK IN CONGRESS, 


WAR REVENUE BILL DEBATES ON 
DECK IN THE SENATE. 


Probability That It Will Not De 
Disposed of in Two Weeks—Ha- 
walian Annexation on the Tapis 
in the House.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The War 
Revenue Bill will occupy the attention 
of the Senate this week almost to the 
exclusion of other business, and there 
is a probability that the bill can be 
disposed of during the week. The in- 
dications now are for a two-weeks’ de- 
bate and there is no assurance that it 
will be concluded within that period 
of time. The opponents of the bill dis- 
avow any intention to delay the action 
of this legislation, but they do not 
conceal their purpose of taking time 
to present their views on the various 
questions involved, and it looks as if it 
would be impossible for them to do this 


-within less time than two weeks. 


The principal portion of the debate 
will be on the report of the Republican 
members of the committee in favor 
of restoring the bond provision. The 
probabilities are that this proposition 
will prevail if the war continues, but 
before a vote can be reached upon it 
there will be a great deal of talk for 
and against it. The entire financial 
question will be invoived to an extent, 
and probably most of the Senators who 
oppose the bond issue will be heard 
before the conclusion of the discussion. 
The Republican Senators generally are 
averse to a prolonged discussion, but 
the Democrats and Silver Republicans 
say it will be necessary for them to 
explain and defend their position. 

Senator Allison will open the debate 
on Monday with a statement on behalf 
of the Republican members of the Com- 
mittee on Finance, and will be fol- 
lowed by some Democratic member of 
the committee, probably Senator Jones. 
Beyond this there is no date upon 
which to base a statement of the prob- 
abilities. It is quite certain, however, 
that there will be no dearth of speech- 
making nor of speechmakers. 

HOUSE FORECAST. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, May 15.—The most 
notable event in the House proceedings 
for the present week will be the intro- 
duction of the resolutions providing 
for the annexation of Hawali. The 
Committee on Foreign Affairs has de- 
cided to report favorably the resolu- 
tion and will do so probably on Tues- 
day. A very large majority of the Re- 
publicans and, it is claimed, fifteen 
Democratic members favor the propo- 
sition and would like to take immedi- 
ate action, but consideration will likely 
be postponed until after this week. 

It is urged by those who oppose im- 
mediate consideration that the passage 
of the resolution now would complicate 
the situation as respects the revenue 
bill, and would greatly delay the pas- 
sage of the latter. 

Speaker Reed and Representative 
Diingley are opposed to annexation as 
a proposition, and the latter is especi- 
ally opposed to passing the measure be- 
fore action upon the revenue Dill is 
taken. 

On Wednesday the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee will present, pursuant 
to the vote concluded Saturday, general 
banking and currency bill, but it is un- 
derstood that it will not be considered 
this week. Final action on any cur- 
rency measure at this session seems 
improbable. 

Of the appropriation bills in confer- 
ence, some progress seems to have been 
made in the Sundry Civil and Postoffice 
bills and one or both may be passed. 
though there is a disposition to delay 
them in conference until the revenue 
bill is well under way in the Senate. 
The House Committee is ready to re- 
port the General Deficiency Bill, and 
may bring it in this week. 

A bill to establish a non-partisan 1la- 
bor commission, suggesting appropri- 
ate legislation affecting labor, may be 
considered this week. The prospect for 
ne gt treatment of local bills is 
g00d.

THE BANKING BILL. 


Chairman Hanna Says It is a Great 
Step Forward.

WASHINGTON, May 15.—H. H. 
Hanna, chairman of the Executive 
Committee representing the Indian-

den of the current redemption of the 
greenback upon the national banks, to 
restrict reissue of greenbacks redeemed 
by the government except in exchange 
for gold, to provide for cancellation of 
greenbacks by use of idle gold in the 
treasury, and to authorize a test te- 
ginning of use of general credit cur- 
rency by the national banks. It is a 
great step forward.”

WAR NOTES FROM HAYTI 


CUBAN REFUGEES SHOW LACK OF 
ENTHUSIASM, 


They Do Not Seem to Take Any In- 
terest in American Intervention 
im Their Behalf—Haytiens Vol- 
untecr for Military Service. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
(Copyright, 1898.) 

PORT AU PRINCE (Hayti,) May 8.— 
{Correspondence of the Associated 
Press.] It is estimated that there are 
about 1000 Cuban refugees in Hayti, 
the great majority, of course, in this 
city. A singular absence of enthusiasm 
among them over the intervention of 
America in behalf of their people is 
remarked. If hope is at the fever point, 
they do not show it. 

At one special resort in Port au 
Prince, Cubans of nearly every class 
congregate in the evening, drink, 
smoke, play cards, sing and talk of the 
war. They evince by far, less excite- 
ment over the Hostilities than do the 
Haytiens, who group themselves daily, 
a little before and a little after the 
hour of the siesta, in front of the res- 
taurant De la Paix, and the Hotel 
Central, and divide their attention be- 
tween the movements of the gold pre- 
mium and the achievements, actual and 
prospective of the Americans. The 
wildest and strangest and most absurd 
find ready currency in the 
city. 

The chairman of the Cuban junta 
in Hayti is Dr. E. J. Nunez, who de- 
clares himself an American citizen. 
Another leader of the junt® is Dr. E. 
Hereaux. Dr. Nunez is seriously con- 
sidering the suggestion that if the 
Cubans in Hayti would secretly organ- 
ize a force to join the insurgents, the 
United States would undoubtedly send 
arms and munitions of war to some 
convenient point at the eastern end of 
Cuba for their use. They could pass 
from here to Cuba in sailing vessels 
without much danger of capture. 

A recent rumor that a §panish 
cruiser had taken an American three- 
master off the Mole, St. Nicholas, was 
received in Port au Prince with abso- 
iute incredulity, and thus far there has 
been no confirmation of it. 

About a week ago a former Haytien 
general, Forsainville, called on the 
American Minister and offered to raise 
a iattalion of 500 men to serve under 
the American flag in Cuba. He was 
informed that the American govern- 
ment would not authorize or sanction 
the recruiting of an armed force in a 
foreign country, as that would be a 
flagrant violation of international law. 
Of course, to equip and provision such 
a force after it had been landed in 
Spanish territory would be different. 

The report that the United States 
has negotiated with the Haytien gov- 
ernment for the purchase of the gun- 
boat Crete A. Pierrot, the finest vessel 
in the latter’s navy, has been persist- 
ently circulated. Admiral Killeck, the 


highest naval authority of Hayti, told’ 


the correspondent of the Associated 
Press yesterday that it was true, and 
that t..e Haytien government had re- 
fused the offer made to it for the ex- 
press reason that it could not spare the 
vessel.

CAME BACK DISGUSTED, 


RETURN OF DORST’S EXPEDITION 
TO KEY WEST. 


— 


Steamer Gussie Couldn’t Land Arms 
for the Insurgents on the Cuban 
Coast—A Strong Force Needed 
for Such Purpose. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
(Copyright, 1898.) 

KEY WEST, May 15.—The steamer 
Gussie, which left Tampa, Florida, May 
10, with two companies of the First 
Infantry on board, in charge of 7000 
rifles and 200,000 rounds of ammunition 
intended for the insurgents in the 
province of Pinar del Rio, remained off 
the coast of Cuba Thursday, Friday and 
yesterday, convoyed by the auxiliary 
gunboat Manning, in a vain attempt to 
land her cargo. Capt. J. H. Dorst, of 
the staff of Gen. Miles, and formerly 
United States military attache at Vi- 
enna, headed the expedition, which re- 
turned here this.morning. Her com- 
mander, who appeared -to be much 
crestfallen, having failed to accomplish 
the mission entrusted to him, refused 
to discuss the matter beyond admitting 
the failure and saying the Gussie will 
return to Tampa. 

Previous to leaving Cuban waters the 
Dorst expeditionary force had a skir- 
mish with Spanish cavalry near Ca- 
banas, fifteen miles west of Havana, 
where an attempt was made to land 
part of the cargo. On Friday morning 
Capt. Dorst abandoned the attempt at 
that point and steamed eastward to 
Matanzas, where an arrangement had 
been made with the insurgents to send 
supplies ashore at Point Maya, a mile 
or so east of the entrance of the har- 
bor. The Gussie and her convoy yes- 
terday morning steamed until about 
two miles off shore, when the rattle of 
musketry fror: a considerable force of 
Spanish soldiers, concealed behind un- 
derbrush ashore, warned them that they 
would receive a lively welcome if they 
landed. The Spanish troops seemed to 
have been furnished information of the 
contemplated landing at both points, 
After this second failure, Capt. Dorst 
decided to abandon the attempt to land 
the arms and ammunition and returned 
to Key West, where, as already cabled, 
he arrived this morning.

Dorst had secured the coéperation of 
some of the ships of the blockading 
squadron at a point selected for the 
landing, the Spanish troops ashore 
could have been shelled and a way 
would have been cleared for the landing 
of the soldiers and the cargo they had 
n charge, but no instructions were 
given to the ships to coiperate with 
Capt. Dorst’s expedition, and the Gussie 
was several times compelled to heave 
to, while cruising up and down the 
coast, by the blockade vessels, whose 
commanders were under the apprehen- 
sion that she was trying to run the 
blockade. 

The United States gunboat Machias, 
which was lying off Matanzas on Fri- 
day night, reported that signal lights 
were seen ashore east of Point Sabilla, 
and some of her officers say they believe 
the insurgents, having ascertained 
that the rendezvous at Point Maya had 
been discovered by the enemy, desired 
a landing to be made at another point. 
but Capt. Dorst held to his original 
plans and found the Spanish troops 
awaiting him. 


CAUSE OF THE FAILURE.

KEY WEST (Fila.,) May 15.—Capt. 
Dorst says the failure of the expedition 
was due to the fact that the Cubana 
were unable to meet the landing party 
at the rendezvous, and the Americans 
could not land supplies with no one 


to receive them. The arrangements for 


making a landing at Cabanas were 
made ten days ago, by Capt. Dorst with 
Gen. Delgado, in command of the in- 
surgent forces in the province of Pinar 
del Rio, and the supplies to be landed 
near Matanzas were to be conveyed to 
Gen. Gomez by a force of insurgents 
encamped three miles back from the 
coast line. Both of the Cuban parties 
were unable, apparently to appear at 
their rendezvous, owing to the activity 
of the Spaniards. 

Capt. Dorst is convinced that the 
Spaniards have a good system of com- 
munication along the. coast, and they 
can quickly raise enough troops to pre- 
vent the landing ef a small forée, such 
as the one he commanded, and the 
captain believes the only way arms 
and ammunition can be sent to the in- 
surgents is to land them under cover 
of the guns of warships sufficient to 
beat back any attack. Then, he adds, 
the arms and ammunition should be 
conveyed by United States soldiers.

Capture of Two American Newspa- 
per Reporters and Overtures for 
Exchanging Them—Repulses of 
American Landing Parties, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

HAVANA, May 15.—jFrom a Span- 
ish Correspondent.] The Spaniards re- 
cently captured two Americans, both 
of whom claim to be newspaper corre- 
spondents, and one of whom says he Is 
an electrical engineer. They were 
taken at Salado; one carried a camera, 
wore a small five-pointed star and had 
a quantity of mail matter on his per- 
son. When ceaptured-they threw them- 
selves on Spanish’ generosity and 
a-outed: “Viva Espana.” It is 
ported that a third membcr 
party made his escape by swimming. 

The two who were captured arrived 
here today and were taken to Babal- 
leria wharf and from there were car- 
ried to Cabanas fortress. At 2 o'clock 
this afternoon a newspaper dispatch 
boat was seen approaching the en- 
trance of the harbor bearing a flag of 
truce. Mr. Marengo the chief of staff 
on the naval station, went to meet the 
boat in a launch. 

The American vessel lowered a small 
boat with two American officers, who 
informed Mr. Marengo that their ob- 
ject was to effect an exchange of Spxn- 
ish prisoners, for the American corre- 
spondents captured at Salado. 

Mr. Marengo then returned to lay the 
matter before Gov.-Gen. Blanco, after 
which the launch went out again. This 
time carrying also Col. Celphi of the 
general staff, and Mr. Gollan, the Brit- 
ish Consul-General. A conference was 
then held on board the Spanish launch. 

Marquis de Comellas, general man- 
ager of the Spanish Transatlantic 
Company gave Capt. Deschams, her 
commander, $10,000 for having saved 
the ship and her important cargo. 

Friday morning the Americans tried 
to effect a landing, but were repelled 
after three-quarters of an hour's fight- 
ing. On the lith the Spanish forces, 
reconnoitering on the Rios farm near 
Parpeto, surprised theinsurgents lodged 
in positions to assist the landing of the 
Americans under the protection of the 
guns of ewo American cruisers and 
three small vessels lying between three 
and four miles off shore. After two 
hours’ firing theinsurgents abandoned 
their positions, leaving .six killed. 

The Americans attempted a landing 
on the Salado Beach near Banas, under 
the protection of three vessels, one with 
side wheels. A boat with about eighty 
men was beached at some “distance 
from the ostensible landing place, but 
was there surprised by the Spanish 
musketry. After two hours’ firing under 
protection of the warships, which dis- 

charged upward of seventy cannon 
shots, the Americans re#mbarked, hav- 
ing suffered some loss. 

On the 12th the Americans attempted 
to land at Herrauba Beach, near Ca- 
banas, sustaining a hot fire with the 
Spanish forces. The American fleet 
fired about eighty shots, killing a guer- 
rilla lieutenant. 

On the 13th the sound of cannonading 
and musketry was heard at a great 
distance, apparently coming from Table 
de Agua Beach. This was about 10 
o'clock in the morning. 

On Friday, the Spanish cruiser Conde 
de Venadito and the torpedo boat 
Nueva Espafia left Havana Harbor to 
engage the American vessels. The 
Spanish vessels began the coboat by 
firing at the Americans, already far 
away on the horizon. The Americans 
returned the fire. but withdrew stil} 
further, the Spanish vessels following 
them until all were lost to view. 

The Spanish ships continued to fire, 
but the Americans declined to fight 
them. At 6 o’clock in the evenig two 
Spanish launches left the harbor to 
scout over the area of firing, and were 
not troubled by any American vessels, 
At 7:15 the Spanish warships then re- 
turned to the harbor. It fs believed 
that one o fthe American vessels suf. 
fered damages, and was towed out of 
combat. 


THAT SPANISH “HONOR.” 


Soldiers Seize Food at Havana. 
Warehouses Left.

NEW YORK, May 15.—Among the 
Cuban refugees on board the *British 
steamship Strathdee, which has arrived 
from Sagua, Cuba, was a former sur- 
geon in the Spanish army of Cuban 
birth» The refugees left Havana thir- 
teen days ago.

1006 men, several searchlights, much ar- 
tillery and 500,900 pesetas in silver. It 
was not until the refugees arrived here 
that they learned the truth about 
Manitia, as the Havana papers have 
published the engagement as a great 
Spanish victory.

DEAD CHINAMAN FOUND. 


Dog Smelis of Him and Terns Up 
His Toes. — 


The police are much mystified over 
the finding of the dead body of an un- 
known Chinaman early Sunday morn- 
ing, at the corner of Marchessault and 
Olivera streets. Whether the death Te- 
sulted from foul play ofr natural 
causes has not heen determined, and 
it will take an autopsy to make it 
clear, but some of the circumstances 
cause the police to think it foul play. 
Nobody in Chinatown appears to 
know who the dead man is, nor where 
he comes from, although he held re- 
ceipted licenses from the city, Nos.

912 Date street, was on his way home, 
and while passing the Plaza, hedrd 
groans apparently coming from some 
one in distress on the opposite side of 
the street. Following up the soise 
he found the Chinaman lying on a bale 
of hay at the corner of Marchegsault 
and Olivera streets, unconscious, and 
writhing in great ‘pain. Bickford 
found Sergt. Smith of the police force, 
who returned with him to the place, 
when it was discovered that the man 
was dead. Police headquarters 
notified, and the body removed to the 
morgue at Orr & Hines’s undertaking 
establishment. 

Just as the officer and Bickford re- 
turned a dog ran up, smelled of the 
Chinaman and immediately dropped 
over in a fit and died. The dog is sup-~- 
posed to have belonged to the dead 
Chinaman, as it appeared to recognize 
him. The Coroner has been notified, 
and will hold an inquest this afternoon 
on the Chinaman, not on the dog.

OIL TRUSTEES. 


THEIR APNIL REPORT MAKES A 
BETTER SHOWING. 


Big Decrease in Office Expenses. 
Abont the New Organization. 
Railway O11 Consumption—What 
the Roads Save. 


The Producers’ Trustees have 
issued a statement of their transactions 
for April, that makes a much better 
showing than was made jn the state- 
ment for the quarter’ ended March 31, 
1898. 

During April the trustees received 
28.569 barrels of oil ‘(fractions of bar- 
rels omitted,) of which” 17,736 barrels 
were sold, and the ‘femainder, 11,337 
barrels, was added to. their storage.. 
The statement shows. that on April 
1 they had in storage 84,914 barrels, 
and that the quantity in storage at, 
the close of the month ‘had increased 
to 95,747 barrels. Of this ‘tetal quan- 
tity on hand at that date, 94638 bar- 
rels were .

17,736 barrels sold in April was $13,- 
167.07, an average per barrel at the 
wells of 74.24 cents.

The net amount received for 
the 17,786 barrels of of] sold was $10,- 
569.13, an average of 59 3-5 cents per 
barrel, as against an average of 54 2-3 
cents per barrel for what was sold dur- 
ing the March quarter. 


A considerable reduction is alsd 
shown in office expenses. During the 
first three months of the present 


year, the office expenses averaged 
$1070.74 per month. The April state- 
ment shows them to have been reduced 
down to. $635.36, a saving under that 
head, alone of $435.38 a month. 

‘In recapitulating the transactions: 
for the month the _ report states: 
“The cost of taking care of the un- 
sold oil, which includes storage for 
February,.on 42.658.88 barrels; the 
amount of oil put in storage. during 
April, 11,337.44 barrels; the cost of 
handling 3546.12 barrels through the 
tanks of the Oil Storage and Transpor- 
tation Company; also the hauling on 
the 11,337.44 barrels of unsold oil to 
the storage tanks, making a total of 
$1962.58, we have had to pay out of 
the moneys received for the oil sold 
during the month, which leaves a bal- 
ance of 59 3-5 cents per barrel to dis- 
tribute to our producers for the pro- 
portion of oil sold, being 15 2-3 per cent. 
of all the oil on hand on April 1, 1898, 
and of that received during the month.”

barrels sold, would have been 
creased to 62-2-8 cents per barrel. 

The trustees had on hand in storage 
on May 1, of this year, 95,747.96 bar- 
rels of oil, on which, as the report 
states, cartage and storage charges 
had been paid to that date. | 

In respeoet to the proposed new or- 
ganization of oil producers, no progress 
is reported. This is in a measure due 
to the contittued iliness of Mr. North, 
who had the matter chiefly in hand, 
but who. owing to his illness;. has 
been unable to give it his attention. 
The independent oil producers profess 
to be willing to coiperate in the matter 
and form a new association, but when 
it comes to “signing up,” they fail to 
manifest anv great eagerness. It will 
be well, perhaps, for these wltra-in- 
dependents to undergo a little more of 
the experience of low: prices, and that 
the experience will be forthcoming, if 
they fail to coéperate, is as certain as 
that their wells are pumping. 

The conversion of locomotives from 
coal to oil-burners on the Santa Fé 
and Southern Pacific railways con- 
tinues. The Santa Fé Company has 
fifty locomotives burning oil, and the 
Southern Pacific thirty-two. The pres- 
ent aggregate monthly consumption of 
oil on both ‘roads is about 40,000 
barrels. The saving to the roads in, 
the cost of fuel, based on a consump- 
tion of 40,000 barrels a month, is esti- 
mated to be not less than $45,000 a 
month, a very great saving on one 
small item alone. 

Lyman Stewart, president of the Un- 
ion Oil Company. Ventura, is on a 
business trip to Los Angeles, and is 
staving at the Hotel Vincent. 

.The efficacy of crude petroleum for 
allaying dust’ on roads is again at- 
tracting attention in Ohio and Penn- 
sylvania. The Oil City Derrick, speak- 
ing of some experiments made with it. 
refers to a stretch of road near Grand 
Valley, over which, owing to the blow- 
ing out of a plug on an oil line. petrol- 
eum was flooded for a considerable 
distance. That was four years ago, 
yet, as it states, that piece of road 
has ever since been as free from dust 
in the summer months as a well- 
swept house floor. Arguing from that 
it asks whether it is not safe to con- 
clude that the solution of this wretched 
road-dust problem may he found in 
petroleum sprinkling, and then adds: 
“In the employment of crude oil for 
roads, no change need be made in the 
mode of construction now in general 
use. The roadbed should be properly 
shaped iwith machinery, intme- 
diately after workine and forming, 
and while the earth is loose and best 
adapted for the a*szorption of oil. the 
oil should be applied after the manner 
of sprinkling streets. The quantity of 
oil to the rod of road can onlv be de- 
termined by experiments and actual 
tests. The writer’s opinion, based on 
observation, is that one barrel of oll 
to each three rods of road will suffice 
This. if the writer has not erred in 
figures, will be oil to the denth of 
one-third of an inch Current price 
of oil and cost of applying will deter- 
mine expense of treating a mile of 
road.”’ 

To this may he added that evidence 
of the dust-allaying properties of 
crude petroleum are to be seen here 
in Los Angeles. Wherever oil has 
flooded any portion of the unpaved 
Streets in the oil districts. it will he 
noticed that such portions are en- 
tirelv free from dust. even on the 
windiest davs, and teams passing over 
them raise none. Our city authorities 
mieht look into thie verv interestine 
problem; one that. while affordtne them 
pleasure, might prove Profitable to the

Unfortunately, you have no lekal re- 
course, The word permanent is not 
Sufficiently definite to base an action 
upon. Had your contract been for one 
year, or five years, or any definite 
period, you could have recovered. 


T. Ut. A.—A pledge does not vest the 
title in the pledgee. He has only a 
Special property in, or a lien on, the 
chattel pledged, and if the pledge is 
not redeemed by the time limited, it 
still retains the character of a pledge. 
The title remains in the pledgor after 
condition broken, and he has a right 
to redeem it at any time before a 
sale of his property; and if the prop- 
erty is sold by the pledgee in satis- 
faction of his demand, he cannot be- 
come the purchaser at his own sale. 


D. M. A.—A posthumous child for 
whom no provision is made in the will 
of the father, is entitled to one-half 
of the separate and common property, 
where no express intention of the tes- 
tator to the contrary appears. 


L. B.—Presumptions are only _ in- 
dulged to supply the absence of facts. 
There can be no presumption against 


ascertained and established facts. The 


law presumes a fact continuous in its 
Mature and character, when once es- 
tablished by proof, to continue, and, 
In the absence of evidence to the con- 
trary, legally infers therefrom its con- 
tinuous existence; but such presump- 
tion never runs backward, and the law 
never presumes from proof of the ex- 
istence of present facts that the same 
fact existed many years previously. 


T. D. R.—A presumption of death 
arises where one has been absent seven 
years without being heard from. But 
this depends somewhat on circum- 
stances. It has been held that the tes- 
timony of a wife that she had not 
heard from her husband for seventeen 
years, being herself all the time ab- 
sent from his last known place of resi- 
dence, living under various assumed 
names, and at no time hearing of her 
husband, thereby suggesting the prob- 
ability that she had been trying to 
conceal herself from her husband, was 
not sufficient to justify the presump- 
tion of his death.

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SPANISH IGNORANCE. 


What the Newspapers There Have 
to Say About America. 


{Chicago Chronicle:] The following 
letter, dated at Paris, April 26, was 
sent by an American student there to 
his mother in Chicago. It is interesting 
as showing Spanish ignorance concern- 
ing this country. Certain pertions of 
the letter have been omitted as they 
related to the personal affairs of the 
writer. The remainder is as follows: 

“One of the students here, an Ohio 
boy, studied for two years in Madrid, 
and his former teacher, Martalan, sent 
him a bundle of Spanish papers, some 
of them containing marked references 
to America and American affairs. Par- 
kinson, who received them, brought 
them up to the studio a night or two 
ago and he let me keep a number, after 
we had both laughed heartily over the 
whole batch. 

Mind you, these ludicrous mistakes 
were not confined to a few ill-informed 
newspapers, but were common to nearly 
all of the Spanish press represented. 
This is not astonishing when one con- 
siders that statistics show that 67 per 
cent. of the Spanish population can 
neither read nor write, and that an 
infinitesimal percentage carry on the 
correspondence for the whole nation. 
Park says the schools are of the most 
elementary character, and even the 
universities of Madrid and elsewhere 
are unworthy of comparison with really 
serious institutions of learning. Of the 
remaining 33 per cent. of population 
comprising what may be termed the in- 
telligent class, not more than 10 per 
cent. have ever traveled beyond Rome 
or Paris, and five minutes’ conversa- 
tion with one of them will prove that 
his education is confined to the clas- 
sics and a sketchy outline of modern 
European literature, politics and his- 


to a 

Madrid journalists, my friend Par- 
kinson tells me, although they pretend 
to mold public opinion there, are no 
more intelligent than the others; and 
certainly the samples of their work sent 
by his teacher would seem to bear him 
out. For instance, in the Imparcial, the 
leading Madrid newspaper, and one 
which compares itself with the Temps 
here or the Times of London, under the 
date of April 2, says in its principal 
editorial article: 

But behind and beyond the natural 
fear of Americans to meet the brave 
Spanish army upon land or our gallant 
navy upon the sea, is the danger the 
Yankee republic runs of facing a rev- 
olution at home. It is a fact well-known 
to all European statesmen that only by 
means of armed force stationed in the 
laté Confederate States, has the Wash- 
ington government been able to pre- 
serve the semblance of peace. Even 
now the new generation of the Con- 
federacy is but waiting for the word 
to revolt. When. war is declared Gen. 
Lee, who has been Consul-General at 
Havana, and who was kicked out of 
Cuba by Gov.-Gen. Blanco, will raise 
the standard of revolt and the old 
southern Confederacy. This Lee is the 
same Lee who was general-in-chief of 
the civil war in 1850 to 1855, and whose 
surrender to Gen. Lincoln in the last- 
named year broke the revolution. His 
acts at Havana were for the purpose 
of plunging the government into war 
with the kingdom of Spain, at which 
time he and his a would rise 

st Sefior Mackindley. 
“Se ah not likely tnat Spain will find 
the United States opposing her, for the 
government at Washington will be 
busily engaged in putting down a civil 
war.”’ 

Another newspaper, El Heraldo de 
Madrid, of much later date, said: “All 
the troops of the Yankees are in the 
far western part of the country, many 
thousand miles from the Atlantic 
Coast. There are only a few thousand 
men, all told, and they are ili-paid and 
ill-fed and not willing to fight. To uti- 
lize this force it will he necessary to 
bring it to the eastern seaboard. There 
is but one railway by which it can be 
transported, and that is an old and 
poorly constructed affair. At one place 
this railroad passes over Niagara Falls, 
a cataract 1000 feet high, near Labra- 
dor. At last accounts the bridge at 
this place was in a very dangerous 
condition. It need surprise no one to 
hear that some agency had made it 
still more so. It would serve the hate- 
ful pigs of Yankees right if their 
miserable army was thus drowned.” 

In another part of the same news- 
paper a correspondent suggests that 
the Spanish fleet run over to America, 
which he says it could do in four days, 
from Cadiz, and bombard “Ckicago”’ 


(Chicago) and other seaports. The 
Diario issues an extra, saying: 
“The yangee presidente Magginly 


committed suicide for fear the Span- 
ish fleet would capture New York.” 
The next dav it corrects this and says 
that he died from a wound inflicted by 
a brave Spaniard. In .a biographical 
sketch of several Americans, the 
Diario says ““Magginly is a naturalized 
Chinaman, having been born at Can- 
ton.”’ 

The Imparcial and the Tiempo, under 
the date of April 20, both have dis- 
patches from Havana, saying: 

“Word has just been received here 
that the Indians are rising against the 
Yankees in Illinois, Ohio and other 
places. The farmers are petitioning the 
government to protect them from the 
bloodthirsty savages, who are burn- 
ing houses and killing on every side. 
Troops are asked for at Colorado, in 
the State of Denver, and at St Louis 
(San Luis) in Missipa.”’ 

The Imparcial in the same issue, 
said: 

“We have repeatedly called atten- 
tion to the fact that the Americans are 
ignorant swine who cannot take care 
of themselves under any circumstances. 
That they are imbeciles is shown by the 
fact that at Philadelphia the other day 
a boiler burst in a cigar factory and 
killed twenty-seven people. And these 
are the people who dare to defy and 
insult the Spaniards, with centuries of 
chivalry and warlike history at their 
backs!” 

One issue of the Pais said: “It is pit- 
iful to see what children, what weak- 
lings the Americans are. They are as 
unable to care for themselves as in- 
fants in arms. Yesterday there were 
no less than two railway accidents in 
America, the-total victims being six. | 
They are ignorant of the use of steam, 
ard their telegraph poles are continu- 
ally blowing down."’ The Pais, specu- 
lating on what Swain will do with 
America when she _ shall have con- 
quered it, says: 

“The country is not fit to live in. 
The climate is execrable. hen it is 
oot sleeting and snowing, the heat is 
almost unbearble. Avalanches are fre- 
quent at all times and these threaten 
the principal cities. As for the people, 
besides the few whites engaged in 
husiness along the eastern coast, the 
remainder of the country is one vast 
plain covered with Indians called cow- 
Lore. and great herds of roaming cat- 

e. 

We have no navy, according to the 
Tiempo, except “a few old vessels left 
over from the civil war of 1876 and 
clumsily plated with rusty boiler iron.” 
From Ostend comes the news that Don 
Carlos, the would-be King of Spain, 
has said that “as soon as war is de- 
clared the Cubans will join issue with 
the the common en- 
emy.” ere’'s an inte nt

The Quixote. a weekly paper at Bar- 
celona, has a cartoon which represents 
Spain as a mail-clad warrior driving 
into the sea a herd of pigs labeled 
“Americanos.” Black and White, an 
illustrated paper at Madrid, has had 
some very bitter cartoons. The Diario, 
which seems to be a special offender 
against truth, printéd April-9 an ac- 
count of a@ massacre of Spaniards in 
some American town, the name of 
which it forgets to mention. 

“The scene in the plaza was one of 
frightful slaughter,” it says. “The 


brave Spaniards to the number of 
about 200, with their beautiful wives 
and children, made a stand in the 
public square near the cathedral foun- 
tain. On every side the Yankee devils 
closed in. Cannons were brought for- 
ward and soldiers aimed their muskets. 


valiant victims Yell writhing in death 
agony.

The square 
ran with best blood.” 


In another newspaper. we are given 
an account of a_ rainstorm which 
drowned 2700 persons. This, the paper 
said, was owing to the “carelessness 

e Spanish newspapers I saw wer 
full of insults to Minister Woodford, 
some of which, however were really 
funny. Their cartoons of him all rep- 
resented the fat and pudgy Minister 
with burnsides as a tall and awkward 
man whose chin was adorned with a 
wisp of hair. They evidently got him 
mixed with Uncle Sam. One newspa- 
ner had a paragraph saying that as all 
McKinley's boys were girls the dynasty 
would pass away at his death. The 
same newspaper said: 

“The average height among. the 
Americans is 5 feet 2 inches, and they 
hae never produced an athlete. This 
is due to their living almost entirely 
upon vegetables, as they ship al! their 
beef out of the country, so eager are 
they to make money. There is no doubt 
that one full-grown Spaniards can de- 
feat any three men in America.” The 
journals resound with hyperbole and 
high-falutin, Nothing but superlatives 
are used, and Spaniards are abjured 
by all their traditions of chivalry to 
take arms against ‘“‘the insolent foe.” 

The Heraldo, in one of the latest 
issues I saw, says: “News is brought 
to us that Buffalo Bill, a notorious out- 
law and leader of a band of half- 
breeds, has risen against the American 
government, and is burning towns near 
his birthplace in New York.” 


It is also amusing to see the attitude 
of three Spanish students with whom 
Parkinson and I were on good terms 
last year at Julien’s. They refuse to 
speak to us now, and bow very stiffly 
when they pass us on the street. Vig- 
naux told us that one of the Spaniards 
was waiting for an opportunity to in- 
sult Parkinson, hoping thus to provoke 
him into a duel.

‘ SANTA MONICA. 
Suicide of a Young German at Sol- 


diers’ Home. 

SANTA MONICA, May 15.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.} The body of a young man, sup- 
posed to be Henry Heller, was found on the 
Soliers’ Home: grounds Saturday evening. A 
bullet hole in his head and a revolver beside 
him, and a pocket empty of cash indicated 
that he had died by h's own hand. The re- 
mains were removed to Guidinger’s under- 
taking rooms in this city, where an inquest 
is to be held this evening. 

The dead man had been apparently about 
of age. He was plainly dressed, Hs 
face was ruddy, and he wore a light mus- 
tache. When discovered the body was lying 
near the pump house at “Castle Garden.’’ It 
lay as if the man had shot himeelf while 
seated on a bench, and had fallen over 
backward. There was a bullet wound above 
the right ear. A Colt’s revolver of large 
caliber was found where it 

rom the man’s hand. 
was on the ground, and the feet rested on 
the beach. 

Papers were found in the pockets which 
seemed to show that h's name was Henry 
Heller, a gardener. The list of papers in- 
cluded what seemed to be a Red Star line 
transatlantic passenger ticket printed mostly 
in German, and issued in September, 1883, 
to Henry Heller, aged 32. Besides this there 
was a certificate of affidavit of ‘ntention to 
become a citizen, issued in January, 1887, by 
the County Clerk of Union County, N. J.; 
two advertisement reply cards issued from 
the business office of The Times, some copies 
of advertisements for situations and rep.ies 
thereto, a memorandum marked 
First st., . A.,”’ and letters of recom- 
Mendation written by former employers in 
Chicago, Colorado Springs and elsewhere, 
showing that Heller had been employed as 
& gardenér. The copies of advertisements 
showed that he had sought a position as 
gardener. The citizenship papers showed 
that Heller was of German nativity. 

Inquiry at No. 251 East First street, Los 
Angeles today brought out the information 
that Heller left there Saturday morning, 
after having occupied lodgings at the place 
for two weeks. e description of Heller's 
appearance correspond with that of the 
dead man. During part of the time Heller 
was there he was supposed to have employ- 
ment. He occasionally drank liquor, but 
nes to excess. Beyond this little was known

CARLOAD OF LEMONS TO BE SENT 
TO DEWEY’S FLEET. 


Co. B at Presidio Needs Pocket 
Money — New County Treasurer 
Takes Charge of the Cash—Nor- 
mal School Plans Accepted. 


SAN DIEGO, May 15.—(Regular Corre- 
spondence.} A move is on foot to send @ 
carload of lemons from San Diego to Ad- 
miral Dewey. The originator of the idea is 
Miss A. L. Webb. Since sho proposed it 
steps have been taken to secure free trans- 
portation for the fruit. and have succeeded 
eo far as getting the fruit to San Francisco 
is concerned. Application has been made to 
the Secretary of the Navy to transport the 
lemons on the City of Peking. If this per- 
mission is given the fruit will be sent north 
Wednesday. It was suggested that the boys 
of Co. B and their comrades on the City of 
Peking would be very glad to have a fresh 
lemon or two on the tedious journey to the 
Philippines. This led to the broader plan of 
sending a lot of lemons to.supply every one 
of the hero'c fellows who are holding down 
Manila. Contributions from the choicest or- 
chards have been coming in rapidly since the 
subject was broached, and there will be no 
difficulty in getting enough to supply the en- 
t're Asiatic fleet. . 

Col. A. G. Gassen received a letter yester- 
day from a former San Diegan, now sojourn- 
ing in San Francisco, describing life at the 
Presidio among the volunteers. He states 
that most of the Southern California com- 
panies are supplied with enough pocket 
money to purchase luxuries for the table, 
to eke out the regular army fare, but that 
Co. B of San Diego is penniless. Many of 
the boys left at an hour’s notice, without 
any surplus funds, and they will have a 
cheerless time on plain food. So it is pro- 
posed to send the boys a little pocket money 
in the shape of a purse contributed by their 
well-wishers here. Redlands gave its com- 
pany $125, and San Bernardino $220.

SAN BERNARDINO, May 15.—{Regular 
Correspondence.] At a méeting of the County 
Board of Supervisors, te be held tomorrow, 
the following communication will be pre- 
ssented from J. W. F. Diss County C-:erk, 
Auditor and Recorder: 

“Gentlemen: Having, in the discharge of 
what to me clearly appears to be the duty I 
owe to our common country and our com- 
mon flag, accepted a commission in th? 
United States Army of Volunteers, I have 
the honor to request leave of absence from 
the duties of my office. I do not expect to be 
ordered cut of the State for several months, 
if at all. My absence will necessitate the 
employment of extra help for the business 
of the several departments of the county 
government under my charge, and I have 
made arrangements to that end. Nothing 
will be left undone to round out what I 
feel has been a more than ordinarily success- 
ful and businesslike administration under 
my care. I leave it entirely with the board 
whether my leave be fixed at a specific pe- 
riod of six months, or for an indfinite time.”’

N THE morning service held yes- 
| terday at the Los Angeles Theater, 

Rey. Burt Estes Howard took his 
text from Ephésians iv, 11-17, in which 
Paul sets forth the fitting of the saints 
for the work of ministry. With refer- 
ence to the words of Paul, Mr. How- 
ard averred that the apostle had been 
mightily abused because he had been 
mightily misunderstood. His writings 
have for the most part been regarded 
as the deliverances of a theologian, or 
dogmatist, instead of the utterances 
of a broad-minded, practical man. It 
seems to be a common idea that Paul 
was trying to build up a body of divin- 
ity or system of doctrine, when the 
truth is that his whole desire was to 
build up a body of men who should 
stand for a type of spiritual life, 
rather than as the adherents of a type 
of thought. The passage s¢ lected gives 
the apostle’s conception of 
ing of religion and of religious Of 
together with the place 
they are to occupy in the devilopment 
of humanity. 

Religion has played a most impor- 
tant part in the drama of social evo- 
lution. No true science of human pros- 
ress, no correct philosophy of human 
life, can be set forth which leaves 
out of its reckoning this universal fac- 
ior of religion, the mightiest factor in 
the progress of the race. It is today, 
and will be for generations to come, 
so large and persistent a fact in the 
affairs of men, that no study of human 
life and civilization can ignore it and 
be worthy of serious consideration.

“The world is crying for peace. Men 
sicken amid the scenes of strife, and 
when no state of war exists the pros- 
pect of imminent complications dis- 
turbs man’s rest. Man would fain be- 
lieve that we are on the eve of better 
days, and that instead of war, arbitra- 
tion would settle international diffi- 
culties but he is fateless. Mighty 
armies have assembled in the past and 
waged deadly war, but the condition 
of the world today gives sad promise 
of battle greater in every way than 
ever witnessed, both in numbers and 
carnage. The time of peace is not yet. 
War seems often to be a necessity. 
Humanitarian grounds demand it, of 
which the present conflict is a shining 
example. Patience was allowed its 
proper work; the arts of diplomacy 
failed to accomplish the end. America, 
in its compassion, has _ risen in its 
strength to free the oppressed. More 
often than not war is waged in the 
greed and pride of nations, but the one 
of today will go down in history as a 
war of compassion. 

“And the Christian life is a warfare, 
too. It is true the gospel speaks of 
peace and rest; but it is the peace and 
rest that follows a victorious engage- 
ment of the enemy. 

There is a conflict that wages in 
every heart. Many have warfare in 
relation to truth, and they term it a 
theological conflict. Forever doubting, 
let faith triumph over unbelief. Most 
people’s battle is an ethical one. A 
warfare against the werld, the flesh 
and the devil. Divine wisdcm only can 
overthrow the workings of the enemy. 
The fight is real, but God is on the 
side of the immortal soul. 

“Another battle is waged over the 
providence of God.

The human body is the greatest physi- 
cal wonder in the universe. From 
mouth to pore, from heart to nerve, ail | 
is perfection. .I am not surprised that 
the Holy Spirit has selected it as a 
symbol of the mystical body of (Christ. 
To the superficial thinker this may ap- 
pear as degradation, but it is not. There 
is nothing so naturally suggestive of 
the divine beauty and harmony of the 
ideal church as the human body. All 
the members are necessary to consti- 
tute the one perfect body. The ex- 
cision of a single member destroys its 
symmetry. Life lingers in the mu- 
tilated body, but not so much life. But 
what of the amputated member? It 
has become inert matter. The law of 
life as it respects the parts is union 
with the whole. And this is even more 
true of sviritual than physical life. The 
question ig asked every day. Can I not 
be saved out of the church? Not in 
any true apprehension of the scriptural 
idea of the church. What is the church? 
Not some little sect that has switched 
off from the great current of revealed 
truth and set itself up on a side issue. 
But the whole company of true believ- 
ers in all the world. The church is the 
body of Christ. It were as rational to 
speak of life in the lost limb of the 
human body as spiritual life apart from 
the bady of Christ. Union with Christ 
is the law of spiritual life.

If ever a war was justifiable. it is 
this one. Upon the part of the U'nited 
States this war is entirely unselfish, 
prompted only by the need of our suf- 
fering humanity. No territorial ac- 


quisition, no comemrcia gain, and 
no national aggrandizement, has 
promted it. We have heard the 
uiteous cry of the Cuban and 


have come to stay the hand of the rav- 
isher. On our part this is the world’s 
holiest war, a war in defense of hu- 
man rights. a war on behalf of the free- 
dom of men who were created free and 
equal before God. Furthermore. this 
war is the result of an srheepenalinns 
conflict that has continued all these 
ages, a conflict between the spirit: of 
monarchy and despotism of the st 
and that of human liberty, fre om, 
and independence as develoned on free 
American soil.

Hith- 
erto we have been building cities, over- 
coming prairies and forests, construct- 
ing railroads; amassing wealth, “pursu- 
ing the even.tenor of our way oa 

God was preparing Israel in her bond- 
age and wandcrirgs for a higher and 
wider service, so He has led us in 
our preparations for our world-wide 
mission. Henceforth our national hori- 
zon is to be widened, our influence is 
to be enlarged, our work and responsi- 
bility are to be increased.
